COMPLETION OF VOLUME ITI OF THE NEWSLETTER 


: The present issue completes volume II of the NEWSLETTER and with it our second 
year of publication. At first the NEWSLETTER was sent only to our members; at an inter- 
mediate stage of development it was made available, in addition to our members, only to 
libraries in Catholic Institutions; now it goes to anyone who is interested in Catholic 
psychology and wishes to subscribe. The list of subscribers to the NEWSLETTER, as distinct 
Prom our members, has grown steadily in the year since it was made available to non- 
members, and for the first time toward the end of the summer, the number of subscribers 
sxceeded the number of members. At the present time the NEWSLETTER goes to approximately 
25 subscribers, bringing the total mailing list to almost 800. At the close of its 
second year of publication, the NEWSLETTER reaches members or subscribers in 42 out of 
the 48 States, the District of Columbia, Canada, And the following foreign countries: 
Australia, Cuba, England, France, India, Italy, Mexico, Netherland West Indies, Philippine 
Islands, and Puerto Rico. 


The current issue contains an index of the books reviewed in Volume II of the 
NEWSLETTER, 31 in number. It happens that 31 books were also reviewed in the first volume 
tof the NEWSLETTER. It is planned at the end of next year to prepare a cumulative index 
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lof the books reviewed over the three year period. 


In the book reviews the editors have continued the policy of attempting to 
supplement without duplicating existing reviewing sources. This norm has influenced the 
selection of books for review and it also serves as a guide for the kind of review the 
NEWSLETTER aims at publishing. The editors recently prepared and sent to those of our 
members who have been serving as book reviewers a further specification of aims and objJjec- 
ives in reviewing. It is felt that the aim of supplementing without duplicating other 
reviewing sources will, in general, be achieved by keeping the strictly scientific aspects 
of the review at a minimum (for these aspects are adequately treated in reviews in the 
istandard psychological journals), and emphasizing the values of the book from the point of 
iew of a Catholic psychologist. The editors welcome suggestions on the conduct of the 

SLETTER, and would be particularly grateful for suggestions on books which the members 
think ought to be reviewed. We review only current books.

BOOK REVIEW SECTION . 


Curran, Charles A. COUNSELING IN CATHOLIC LIFE AND EDUCATION. New York: Macmillan, 195) 
Pp.xxvit 462 $4.50 | 


The purpose of the author is ". . . to present a consistent and practical treatment 
of counsel and counseling, and to join our findings with the broader conclusions of 
St. Thomas Aquinas in philosophy and theology." The presentation of matter is well-bal- 
anced. The volume has five parts, besides an introduction, an excellent si 
a glossary and an index. ; / 


In Part I (The Virtue of Counsel and Counseling Skill) and in Part V (Conclusion), 
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the author draws heavily from Thomistic philosophy and theology to justify and explain 
the counseling approach to personality adjustment and integration. In Part II 

(The Process of Personal Integration Through Counseling), he discusses the dynamics 
of maladjustment and of integration of the counseled personality. In Part III (the 
‘Skill of the Counselor), the author deals with the actual process of counseling. In 
‘Part IV, he treats e few of the problems which are related to the counseling inter- 
view. 


ACPA readers will appreciate Fr. Curran's precautionary statement that the book 
does not pretend to be an exhaustive treatment and "does not imply the rejection of 
any methods that are effective in helping people with personal problems." (p.13). 
However the nondirective approach is discussed from a thoroughly Catholic viewpoint. 
Obviously, the author is well acquainted with the theological implications of this 
approach to counseling and the reader will be captivated by Fr. Curran's sincere, 
convincing and balanced presentation of discussion throughout the book. An excell- 
ent apologia for the nondirective viewpoint will be found especially on pp. 193-195, 
pp. aho-ohs and pp. 286-287. In passages running through pp. 334-338, the author 
gives a clear explanation of the necessary and all important distinction between 
"reassurance" and "acceptance". 


Part III, which explains the non-directive viewpoint, is the most valuable part 
of the book, to this reader's mind. The ‘Test of Counselor Attitudes" (pp. 189 sq.) 
is an excellent pedagogic device for giving one an appreciation of what nondirective 
counseling is. The chapter on "Additional Skills With Children" (ch. xiii) is an 
Outstanding oontribution especially on the problem of self-expression in children. 
Very welcome also is Fr. Curran's discussion (in ch. xvi) of the problem of giving 
Needed information while retaining intact the nondirective relationship. Finally, 
the average reader will want to give the author a vote of thanks for his numerous 
cross-references. 


Some readers regard the book as excessively documented with quotations. (The 
Writer counted 59 references from St. Thomas Aquinas alone.) Occasionally one 
gets lost in passages of what Quiller-Couch referred to as 'jargon' (e.g., 

Pp. 200). The phrasing of paragraph headings sometimes tended to "miscue" this 
reader as to the content of the paragraph following. This reader was slightly 
puzzled by the passage on "Renewing Counseling" (p. 191). It would seem that a 
client who repeatedly needs counseling is not satisfactorily integrated. However, 
these are minor criticisms in a book of such worth. 


All counselors, especially Catholic counselors interested in the nondirective 
approach, will give Fr. Curran's book a place of welcome on their shelves. It can 
serve well as a text in the training of counselors. Whatever the future fate and 
development of nondirective counseling, from what we know at present of personality 
and counseling dynamics, the nondirective viewpoint as explained by Fr. Curran 
provides a sound and organized approach to counseling and to the learning of the 
counseling process..

Anderson, Harold H. and Anderson, Gladys L., Editors. AN INTRODUCTION TO 
PROJECTIVE TECHNIQUES. New York: Prentice-Hall, 1951. 


Pp. xxiv + 720 $6.75 


_ This is an edited volume presenting an extensive survey of projective techniques 
and other related devices that are currently being used for studying the dynamics of 
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human behavior. The list of contributing authors is numerous and impressive, with the 
individual techniques being reviewed in some instances by the test authors themselves 
and in other instances by professional colleagues enjoying considerable experience 
with the particular tests. Individual chapters are devoted to the better known pro- 
jective techniques while the less well known are grouped together and treated in a 
single chapter. 


The book is well written and organized in five parts. Part I is an introduction 
to the field, while part II is devoted exclusively to the Rorschach test. 


Part III contains summary descriptions of a wide variety of projective techniques, 
methods and procedures. Each is described in terms of underlying theory, administra- 
tion, scoring and interpretation. There are chapters on such widely used projective 
techniques as: Thematic Apperception Test, Word Association and Sentence Completion 
Tests, Rosenzweig Picture Frustration Test, Bender Visual Motor Gestalt Test, Draw- 
ing of Human Figure Test and other less frequently used tests as the Szondi Test and 
the Four Picture Test. Individual chapters are also included on Finger Painting, 
Graphology and Studies of Expressive Movements. 


Part IV is given over to an analysis of general intelligence tests used in person- 
ality appraisal. In separate chapters the projective aspects of the Wechsler-Bellevue 
Intelligence Scale and the Stanford Binet Test are treated in considerable detail. Part 
is concerned with projective techniques employed in therapy. Description and examples 
are given of Puppetry, Play Technique and the Psychodrama. Included also is a chapter 
on sibling rivalry experiments in the study of hostility patterns. 


As a general survey of projective tests the book is quite adequate with respect 
to coverage and is undoubtedly the most thorough treatment of the field to date. As 
an introductory text, however, it is likely to confuse and mislead the beginning stu- 
dent. There is a great deal of disagreement among the various authors on the meaning 
of the term "projection" and each contributor's attempt at definition and clarification 
(usually to justify the dynamic interpretations gleaned from his device) only serves 
to further extend and obscure the term. In addition, the claims made for the person- 
ality appraisals elicited by many of the tests are presented in a dramatic and factual 
manner without adequate caution as to their speculative and suggestive nature. Con- 
firmatory research and external validation is presented for only a few of the tests. 
The well read clinician is likely to find much of the book boring insofar as consider- 
able of the material is reduplicated in whole or part-from ik oa books and journal 
articles by the contributing ppehores 


The chapter on "Yalidation Problems of Projective Techniques" by Jean Walker 
MacFarlane and Read Tuddenham, as well as the chapter by Raymond B. Cattell on 
"Principles of Design in Projective Tests" are provocative and make excellent read- 
ing. The presentation of Fhe Thematic Apperception Test by Holt is also quite good 
and his distinction between what is relevant and irrelevant in the projective proto- 
col is well taken and points up the major problem inherent in all projective tests. 
The careful and critical reader may take exception to the basic premise in the opening 
chapter on Behavior and Personality Growth in which socially integrative behavior 
(optimum personality growth) is identified with the very narrow criterion of personal 
spontaneity. Certainly the mature, well adjusted individual has personal spontaneity 
but other attributes such as a well integrated philosophy of life and a high set of 
moral values would seem to be important.

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-McCasland, S. Vernon BY THE FINGER OF GOD. New York: Macmillan, 1951. 
Pp. x + 146 $2.75 


The Gospels and the tradition of the Christian Church say that Christ performed 
a great number of exorcisms, delivering thus many people from the devil. How are 
we to understand these exorcisms? It is this problem which Professor S.V. McCasland 
answers in the present book. 


The authenticity of the exorcisms performed by Christ, the author says, cannot 
be denied, but their explanation given by the Gospels can be questioned. Indeed, 
according to the Gospels, Christ, by means of exorcisms, really cast out from men 
devils who entered their bodies and dominated their spirits (p. 15). Modern science, 
however, and particularly psychology, "rejects the belief in demons" (p. 113). By 
the same token, any "demon possession" is denied (p. 16). What the exorcist means 
“by "demon possession", the psychiatrist means by "mental illness", and the layman 
by "insanity" (p.27). Thus, “the exorcist was a physician; it was his function to 
cure disease" (p. 17). The exorcisms performed by Christ had no other meaning: they 
were a particular method of curing mental diseases. 


Mental diseases are numerous. Which of them did Christ cure? This question we 
cannot answer with certainty, the author replies. While there are frequent allusions 
to exorcisms performed by Jesus, the records of only three have been preserved in the 
Gospel in a fairly complete form. They are: epilepsy (Mk. IX, 27-29), manic-de- 
pressive psychosis (Mk. V, 1-10), and hysteria (Mk. I, 23-26). How did Christ cure 
the patients in these three cases? Professor McCasland replies emphatically that He 
did so by means of "suggestion" which was virtually identical with "the suggestion 
made by the physician to the patient under hypnosis" (p. 28). 


Let us now pass to some critical remarks. The book of Professor McCasland can 
be considered from two different points of view: the theological and the psycholog- 
ical. There is no room here to deal with it from the former point of view. It 
suffices to note briefly that the book is radically contrary to the Christian creed. 
Let us, then, consider it from the psychological point of view. 


Professor McCasland emphatically rejects the belief in demons. But why? Because 
he thinks that science has clearly proved the non-existence of demons. Indeed, science, 
i.e. experimental science, is incapable of proving or disproving anything concerning 
the existence of demons. The reason is that "demons" are -- ex hypothesi -- spiritual 
beings. Science has no instrument which can reach such beings. 


The psychologist, however, insists: "All the cases of so-called demon possession 
which I have met in my practice were only mental cases." This may be perfectly true, 
but does our particular practice authorize us to affirm that all cases of abnormal 
behavior, and in particular, the cases related by the Gospels are exclusively of the 
same nature? 


I shall mention one additional important point. McCasland affirms that Christ 
healed the three cases of mental illness, mentioned above, by "suggestion". This 
affirmation cannot be admitted. Let us take, e.g. the case which McCasland identified 

with epilepsy (pp. 20, 44). How could a suggestion expressed by a command" (Mk. IX,2h) 
‘heal an epileptic person while he is in his "grand mal" seizure? For if the morbid 
symptoms described by the Gospel (Mk. IX, 17, 21, 25) are to be attributed to epilepsy, 
they could be found only in the "grand mal" stage of an attack, and in that stage the 
individual loses consciousness. 


is: 


Before we conclude let us mention a very interesting fact. After the healing 

of the "epilepsy" the Apostles asked Jesus secretly: "Why could not we cast him 
(the spirit) out?" Jesus replied: "This kind can go out by nothing but by prayer 
and fasting." They failed to cure the "epileptic" because they neglected super- 
natural means. It is a grace of God, a kind of miracle. No one can cast out the | 
spirits by his own authority, but only by the guthority of Jesus (MK. VI, 7-8). 
Jesus alone casts them out by His own authority, by a simple "command." This differ- | 
ence between Jesus and His disciples was seen very well by McCasland. He mentions it . 
several times.. Unfortunately he failed to draw the proper consequence from it in | 
the present instance. 


In resume, I would say that the book contains many valuable details concerning 
the history of exorcisms and their practice in different epochs and cultures. On 
the essential point, however, the explanation of the exorcisms performed by Christ,

Mudd, Emily H. THE PRACTICE OF MARRIAGE COUNSELING. New York: Association Press, 1951 
Pp. xix + 336 $4.50 c 


This book is part history, part sociology, and part social case work manual. Dr. Mudd 
who. is Executive Director of the Marriage Council of Philadelphia, has handled her 
material efficiently under all aspects. The author's preface states: "This study has 
two main purposes -- to examine the development of marriage and family counseling in 
‘the United States, and to record details of its practice.....It attempts, with care and 
persistence, to winnow out available information useful to professional persons, doctors, 
social workers, ministers, teachers, lawyers, and others whose daily work involves them 
in formal or less formal marriage counseling.....It is neither light nor easy reading...”. 
In this reviewer's opinion the above statement is accurate and the purpose of the study 
is adequately met. She covers thoroughly the variations and similarities among services 
in the field, the characteristics of people seeking counsel, the problem, the manner of 
referral and the type of help given. Summary reports of the programs offered by services 
from all parts of the country are presented along with data on organizational structure, 
staff, sources of support and methods of counseling. The total fourteen year client 
population of the Philadelphia Marriage council is analyzed in detail. 


It will be of special interest to ACPA members to note that in a list of functioning 
marriage counseling services in the country, aside from the Family Life Bureau of the 
NCWC, there is only one Catholic agency, St. Michael”’s Hospital Family Clinic in Mil- 
waukee. Also of special interest is the statement of Dr. A. H. Clemens of Catholic 
University concerning the approach of the Catholic Church to marriage counseling which 
says in part "Nor is Marriage Counseling merely advised. The Church has through its 
Canon Laws made it imperative upon the 14, 501 resident pastors in our country to give 
such counsel prior to marriage. These, in turn, are assisted in this work of counseling 
by most of the 42,970 priests in the nation. Due to the clergy's training in the 
religio-moral-psychological aspects of marriage as well as in pastoral psychology, and 
due to the rapport which Catholic couples have ever, as a rule, enjoyed with their clergy, 
the latter have traditionally been resorted to for assistance and counsel in marital 
affairs." ‘ 


It is regrettable that Dr. Clemens, who apparently attributes a technical rather 
than a clinical meaning to the term "marriage counseling" did not respond to Dr. Mudd's 
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i query with the same realism shown in the statements of the Federal Council of 
Shurches of Christ in America, speaking for our separated brethern, and the Central 
onference of American Rabbis, representing our perseverative forebears. Their 
tatements follow: Federal Council -- "Because marriage counseling is a difficult 
ind exacting art requiring special training, increasing numbers of ministers have 
ought such training where they could find it. They have turned to physicians, 
sychiatrists, psychologists and social workers for aid and have received invaluable 
lp in the understanding of family relationships and the techniques of counseling”. 
entral Conference -- "The need for counsel and guidance in marriage and family life 
S recognized by every student of the problem......We, therefore, urge the establish- 
nt of consultation centers within the synagogue or by the synagogue in cooperation 
ith other groups”. 


The reviewer wishes it to be clear that the above criticism, however, is not meant 
© discredit Dr. Mudd, who simply reported information that was made available to her.

yattell, Raymond B. FACTOR ANALYSIS: AN INTRODUCTION AND MANUAL FOR THE PSYCHOLOGIST 
i AND SOCIAL SCIENTIST. New York: Harper & Brothers. Pp. xiii+ 462 $6.00 


This book, while not a ‘'must' should prove helpful to many psychologists. Most 
port in psychology and many professional psychologists find the classic works of 
hurstone, Holzinger, Kelley, Thompson, Spearman and Burt difficult if not impossible 
reading. With just these people in mind, Cattell proceeds at an elementary but brisk 
ace to explain the nature, purpose and procedures of factor analysis. Though trained 
a Spearman, Cattell has adopted Thurstone's viewpoint on simple structure and oblique 
sOlutions and his methods of factoring and rotating, and presents them in considerable 
letail but without any attempt at mathematical derivations. 


| This is a textbook rather than an original contribution. The author's observations 
. suggestions are often provocative, but the general tone of the book is expository. 
[t is the sort of book that can be assigned to advanced students in statistics as 
rollateral reading. It will be useful to students in quantitative psychology, to re- 
search workers, and to psychologists interested in learning more about factor analy- 
jis.
